It isn’t every man who goes 
on living after his death, nor 
yet can watch himself die. 

This violation of natural law 
and dualism of self now comes 
within the cinematic province 
of Dennis Morgan who, as both 
John Keith and Derry Connis- 
ton in Warner Bros.’ “River’s 
End,” coming to the Strand 
Friday, in many scenes finds 
himself face to face with him- 
self. He will even watch him- 
self die. 

As Keith he is a fugitive from 
justice.

But when Keith pre- 
tends to be Conniston after the 
latter’s death, the brogue is 
put into effect again. 

In “River’s End,” Morgan 
finds both “himselves” in strange 
situations. In some scenes the 
two Morgans face each other 
across a table as they exchange 
dialogue. In others Morgan pur- 
sues himself across the great 
reaches of the Canadian North 
West. He holds himself in his 
arms as one of him dies. Then 
he stands at his grave and 
watches himself buried. 

“It makes me sad,” said Mor- 
gan, “just to think about it. On 
the other hand, it isn’t every 
actor who goes right on work- 
ing after his death scene.”

Sell the Canadian angle of the film to movie-goers by 
decorating lobby and marquee with Canadian flags and 
banners. Local travel agency will probably be able to co- 
operate in this regard and may furnish you with posters 
describing the scenic wonders of Canada. 


Igloo In Lobby 


The Carrier air conditioning company in your neighbor- 
hood might be interested in furnishing a miniature igloo 
for you to use in your lobby. Decorate it with stills and 
with copy reading: "Be as cool as an Eskimo while watch- 
ing ‘River's End’."' 


Hold A Dog Show 


With Eskimo dogs playing an important role in the film, 
how about a contest for local kids who want to exhibit 
their ‘'mutts.'' Winners receive prizes promoted from 
local pet shops. 
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Explottips For Yo 


Oniforms In Lobby 


Arrange with local costumer to furnish you with a lobby 
display of police uniforms, including that worn by the 
Canadian Mounted. Copy over colorful exhibit highlights 
the "Mountie" uniform and reads: ''No uniform com- 
mands more respect and inspires greater fear than that 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police." 


Merchant Co-Op Tip 


Instead of a "Then and Now" display, how about com- 
paring the clothes worn in ''River's End" with those worn 
in your city, and call it a ''There and Here" display. Mer- 
chants cooperate and display stills from the picture show- 
ing the costumes worn in the Northwoods. They contrast 
these with the popular, modern clothes sold in Blanktown. 


Photo Contest 


With the "River's End" action taking place in the great 
North Woods, noted for their scenic beauties, a contest 
for amateur photogs on pictures snapped during their 
vacation is right in order. Photos must depict mountain 
scenery and will be posted in lobby during run of film. 


Direction Signs 


Direction signs with copy reading ''Straight ahead for 
‘River's End’ " are right in order on this picture. Get them 
posted on telegraph poles, vacant store windows, news- 
stands, etc. 


Canadian Night 


Hold a gala Canadian night and invite all local Canadians 
to attend en masse. Have photog cover event. News- 
paper may be interested in feature story on the event. 


Model Log Cabins 


Start a log cabin model building contest. This is a good 
way to promote interest in your showing among juveniles. 
Entries are displayed in lobby during your run.

Teaser Card Bally 


The initials, R.N.W.M.P., stand for Royal North West 
Mounted Police and can be used as the basis for this 
novel teaser stunt. Distribute small cards, upon which 
have been printed photographs of scenes from "River's 
End." Imprint one of the initials on each card and dis- 
tribute them all over town. Anybody who collects a set 
of cards bearing each of the six initials is admitted to see 
the picture as a guest of the management. Of course, you 
hold off on one of the initials and print them in a smaller 
quantity, cutting down the number of winners. 


Adventure Mags 


Attract the interest of adventure fans in town by dis- 
tributing backnumbers of adventure magazines. Tag issues 
with this copy: "Read these adventure stories. Then come 
to the Strand for the greatest adventure story James 
Oliver Curwood ever wrote. See "River's End."" Promote 
magazine copies from news dealers and give them out 
in the lobby and on the streets. 


Natl-Driving Contest 


A large wooden plank, a few hammers and a barrel of 
nails are all you need for a nail-driving contest to sell the 
Northwoods angle of the film. Work it in front of theatre. 
Those who drive nail all the way in three blows are admit- 
ted to see show as your guest. 


Sports Tie-Up 


The stills on this picture, available at your local Vitagraph 
Exchange, are just right for sporting goods store tie-ups 
- .. Canoes, guns, snow shoes and all the other equipment 
sportsmen like to buy. Get the stills into store windows 
with your billing and playdate. 


“Mountie’ Parade 


If the police in your neighborhood have a cavalry troop, 
you may be able to arrange for a gala mounted parade 
leading to the theatre on opening night. Or local riding 
academy may cooperate in a parade of riders to the 
theatre, wearing rented military costumes. 


Sell The Women 


In “River's End," Elizabeth Earl is faced with a problem 
that makes an interesting question for inquiring reporter 
interview: — her choice of husband. One man, played 
by Dennis Morgan, is a sergeant in the Mounted Police 
and marriage to him means living in the Canadian woods. 
While Victor Jory, the other man, offers her life in the 
civilized part of the world with lots of money. Ask the girls 
which man they would choose. 


Standee In Lobby 


Blow up the picture of "Mountie’’ Dennis Morgan, as 
shown on the cover of this press book, and mount it on 
compo board for the lobby. Copy across the bottom 
of the display reads: "| am a member of the Northwest 
Mounted Police, on guard at River's End. Neither hard- 
ship nor suffering nor fear of death shall stay my hand or 
my heart." 


Location Contest 


How about a contest for localites asking them to name 
an actual river's end in or near your community. The first 
correct twenty-five replies win passes to your showing 
of "River's End."' Run this in cooperation with town daily 
and illustrate it with a scene still from the picture. 


“Mountie’ History Test 


Run an essay contest on the history of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. Sell this idea on back of weekly program 
and award passes to those submitting most interesting 
short stories. 


Lobby Cabin Display 


Those miniature log cabins, sold in neighborhood five and 
ten cent stores, can be used for an interesting, novel 
lobby display. Create small log cabin village in a corner 
of the lobby with copy reading: "This is ‘River's End’... 
a land beyond the furthest reaches of civilization. Hide- 
out of murderers, River's End is the point where civiliza- 
tion ends and thrills begin. It's the Dodge City of the 
North ruled by the most fearless police in the world, 
the Scarlet Coated Mounties."
